
MINUTES, LIMESTONE COUNTY COMMISSION, SEPTEMBER 10, 2014 
 

The Limestone County Commission reconvened the meeting from September 2, 2014 
at 10:00 a.m. today at the Washington Street Courthouse Annex, 310 West Washington 
Street, Athens, AL.  
 
Present:  Gary Daly, Steve Turner, and James W. “Bill” Latimer.  Absent:  Ben Harrison.  
Stanley Menefee, Chairman presided. 
 
Tom Hill, Limestone County Economic Development President, spoke regarding the tax 
abatement.  He said it is a small local company that is expanding and has requested an 
abatement of all state and local non-educational property taxes and all construction 
related transaction taxes, except those construction related taxes that levied for 
educational purposes.  Non-educational property taxes are expected to be 
approximately $1,700 and construction related taxes approximately $7,400, 
approximately $24,000 over the 10 year period.  Creating 5 jobs….2 jobs the 1st year at 
$58,000; 2 jobs the 2nd year at $58,000 and 1 job the 3rd year at $29,000.  
 
Items were discussed for the September 15, 2014 agenda. 
 
Administrator Pam Ball announced a pending contract with the Alabama Department of 
Youth Services Long Term Detention Subsidy may be added to the agenda.
